We have seen Miss Cruise perform all the characters in which she appeared 
here, and have no hesitation in pronouncing her Mrs. Haller superior 
even to the best of those beautiful impersonations which have won “golden 
opinions” from all our contemporaries. [rom the opening act to the final 
shriek of hysterical joy with which she recognizes her child, her delinea- 
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tion of the remorse-stricken wife and mother was rife with infinite and 
genuine feeling. She sought not tomake a point or elicit a cheer by any 
of the claptraps to which in the same piece we have seen others resort, 
but gently, gracefully, and elegantly, pourtraying nature in its truest guise, 
she addressed herself to the hearts of her auditory, and their tears told 
more effectively than the loudest plaudits, how deeply they were moved. 
Her Mrs. Haller, in a word, is like a consummate picture, the light and 
shadow of which are so delicately blended that the beholder at once ac- 
knowledges the supremacy of the genius by which it was conceived {and 
embodied. Mr. Calcraft’s Stranger was a fine performance, in which the 
emotions of a manly heart, the dearest ties of which are broken, were 
powerfully displayed. In the afterpiece and farce, Balls kept the house 
jn roars of laughter.— The Evening Packet, March 12th.
